MP tells Post Office branch: enough is enough 


AN MP has stepped into Ely’s 
ongoing post office saga and 
insists ‘enough is enough’. 

Sir Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, says that unless 
there are significant improvements at 
the city’s only post office branch in 
the High Street, pharmaceutical giant 
Lloyds Pharmacy should lose its 
contract to run it. 

As previously reported, there have 
been issues at the branch ever since 
Lloyds Pharmacy took over the 
contract several years ago. 

Customers complain of lengthy 
queues and a lack of staff, as well as 
the general condition and cleanliness 
of the facility. 

Users are also baffled by the layout 
of the branch as since Lloyds 
Pharmacy split the chemist and the 
post office, the position of the serving 
booths has not been changed. 

The booths face the left-side wall of 
the building meaning staff cannot see 
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exactly how long the queues are - 
something which frustrated residents 
insist needs to change. 

This week Mr Paice met with 
representatives from Post Office to 
try and come up with a plan of 
action. 

He said: “Ever since Lloyds 
Pharmacy took on the post office in 
Ely there have been problems with 
queues, cleanliness and lack of staff. 

“Even the premises themselves are 
inadequate since Lloyds split the 
chemists and the post office meaning 
staff cannot see the length of the 
queues. 

“Enough is enough. If Lloyds 
Pharmacy are not capable or do not 
want to provide a satisfactory service 
to the people of Ely then it is time for 
someone else to have the chance. 


“I have told Post Office that it is my 
view that Lloyds Pharmacy are in 
breach of their contract and should 
therefore lose it for good.” 

Lloyds Pharmacy say they will be 
contacting Mr Paice to update him 
on actions they are taking to address 
concerns raised. 

A spokesman said: “At Lloyds 
Pharmacy we have built up a 
reputation over many years for 
supporting our customers, patients 
and the communities that we serve 
and Ely is no exception. 

“We will contact Sir James to 
discuss the concerns he has raised 
and to update him on the actions we 
are taking to address those 
concerns.” 

A spokeswoman for Post Office 
added: “We are committed to 
providing a service to customers in 
Ely and are in continuing discussions 
with Lloyds Pharmacy, operators of 
Ely Post Office.”

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Cycling group in 
strategy launch 


A CAMPAIGN group which 
works to promote cycling in 
Ely has drawn up a major 
new document. 

The Ely Cycling Cam¬ 
paign has produced the Ely 
Cycling Strategy - which it 
hopes will help to improve 
cycling facilities and get 
more people on their bikes. 

The group is calling for 
improvements, including 
providing segregated space 
for cyclists on all routes 
where traffic speed is over 
30mph, and segregated 
space on main routes 
across Ely and in surroun¬ 
ding towns and villages. 

Members also want the 
speed limits on routes, 
such as Church Lane in Ely, 
to be reduced or the 
amount of traffic using 
them to be restricted, and 
for all cycle journeys to be 
connected and unhindered 
with things like ‘cyclist 
dismount’ points. 

The group said: “The 
general approach used by 
this strategy is to ‘Go Dutch’. 
This approach uses the 
experience of continental 
European countries like 
Holland and Denmark, 
where cycling is common¬ 
place, to create an environ¬ 
ment that encourages 
cycling here in the UK. 

“We have taken the basic 
idea of providing a seg¬ 


regated network of cycle 
routes and applied that to 
Ely and the surrounding 
district, outlining where 
cycling routes should be 
implemented and what 
they should look like.” 

The group is calling for 
more support from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and hopes the new 
strategy will help. 

It said: “When it comes to 
cycling there is currently a 
wide gap between the 
stated aims of the council 
and actual provision on the 
ground. 

“This strategy attempts to 
define a more structured 
and detailed set of 
objectives which would if 
implemented encourage 
more cycling.” 

Giles Hughes, head of 
planning and sustainable 
development at the council 
said: “We want to see more 
people cycling around Ely - 
it is something we have 
looked at through our 
Masterplan process and we 
want to see incorporated in 
the development of the 
north of the city. 

“The challenge for us all 
is to work together to see 
how we can encourage 
more of our local residents 
to use their bikes.”

Council slammed 
over bypass film 


A VIDEO produced by 
council chiefs to show 
people what Ely’s new 
southern bypass could 
look like has been 
branded a “ludicrous 
waste of taxpayers’ 
money”. 

The video, revealed by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council last week, takes 
viewers on a virtual tour of 
the proposed £30 million new 
road and has been viewed 
almost 2,000 times since it 
went live. 

The authority has 
confirmed the video cost 
around £14,500 to make and 
Cllr Ian Bates, cabinet 
member for growth and 
planning, insists it was 
money well spent. 

But taxpayers have 
slammed the expenditure as 
a “ridiculous waste” of 
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money. 

Mick Benson, of Main 
Street, Prickwillow, said: “I’ve 
watched the video and 
nothing in my mind has 
changed. Building such a 
monstrous road so close to 
the cathedral and Ely’s open 
countryside would be 
catastrophic. 

“This video must have cost 
the council thousands and all 
I can say is what a ludicrous 
waste of taxpayers’ money it 
is. If the council just listened 
to what the majority of 
residents have been saying 
for years then they wouldn’t 
have to waste money on 
things like this.” 

A member of the Local 
Campaigners for the 
Protection of Rural Ely 
(LCPRE), who did not want to 


be named, said: “The video is 
a ridiculous waste of money 
and fools people into 
thinking this bypass will be 
some state-of-the-art, 
attractive addition to Ely. 

“The biggie here is that we 
have one of the country’s 
most impressive buildings, 
Ely Cathedral, close to where 
they want to put this road 
and if it goes ahead, the views 
of our cathedral will never be 
the same again.” 

The row over the bypass 
has been rumbling on for 
years. While some insist it is 
the best way to solve Ely’s 
congestion woes, 

others say 

improving the 
underpass at 
Ely’s railway 
crossing would 
be best. 

Council 
leaders insist the 
new bypass will be 


of “huge benefit” to the whole 
of the East and a public 
consultation is being 
launched this month. 

Cllr Bates said the video 
has been viewed almost 2,000 
times since it went live and 
said: “This is very impressive 
and is an excellent response 
to anyone who suggests the 
visualisation is a waste of 
money." 

He added: “The responses 
we have had so far suggest 
the video is really helping 
people make up their own 
minds on the scheme 
especially with regard to the 
impact on the setting 
and landscape.” 
The county 
council hopes 
to submit a 
formal 
planning 
application for 
the bypass in 
fune this year. 



Garage owner returns 
with new planning bid 


A FORMER petrol station shop 
could be transformed into an 
office. 

Borland’s Garage in 
Cambridge Road, Ely, closed 
in August 2011 after 47 years of 
business in the city. 

Last year its owner, local 
businessman John Borland, 
then applied for planning 
permission to turn the shop 
into a flat, but the proposals 
were rejected by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Mr Borland has now applied 
to change the use of the shop 
into a business office, and to 
create a new vehicular access 
into the site. 

In a statement to the 
council, Mr Borland’s agents 
said: “The change of use of the 
shop offers the potential to 
provide office accommo¬ 


dation within the Ely 
development envelope and 
make use of a redundant part 
of an existing building. 

“The proposals would 
improve the street scene and 
visual character of the site. 

“In 2012, permission for 
change of use to a flat was 
refused as the level of 
developer contributions and 
obligations could be not 
agreed with the applicant to 
make the development 
financially viable. 

“The proposed offices 
would comply with the 
policies set out in the East 
Cambridgeshire Core Strategy 
document.” 

The final decision lies with 
the district council.

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Protests fail to 
halt model club 


CONTENTIOUS 
plans to allow model 
airplanes to be flown 
in a village have been 
approved - subject to 
strict conditions. 

Fenland Model Flying 
Club applied for retro¬ 
spective planning per¬ 
mission to change the use 
of an area of land in Hive 
Road, Witcham, last 
October. 

The proposals have now 
been approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council - despite anger 
from residents and land 
owners - subject to 14 
strict conditions. 

The proposals have 
proved controversial with 
locals, who said the club’s 
activities were having a 
detrimental impact on 
their lives. 

In a letter to the council, 
Wardy Hill resident 
Margaret Duffield said: 
“The people who live in 
the village chose it for its 
peace, tranquillity and 
rural location - we do not 
wish to lose its charm. 

“The weekends in 
particular are times when 
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people can enjoy their 
surroundings and do not 
want to hear the constant 
drone of model plane 
engines.” 

Horse owners were also 
among more than a dozen 
objectors to the plans. 

Cath Grimsey, from 
Wardy Hill, said: “The 
sound created by the club’s 
activities is very loud and 
carries across an area far 
larger than that used by 
the club. 

“I have frequently had to 
quieten horses frightened 
by the unexpected 
appearance or worse still, 
sudden onset of noise 
created by the model 
airplanes being flown. 

“It is extremely 
frightening to many horses 
and the potential reactions 
of the horses are 
dangerous to me, them 
and any other lawful user 
of the public highway that 
runs parallel to the model 
club.” 


Katy Holder-Vale, from 
Witcham, added: “The 
flying of the model planes 
is noisy and frightening to 
horses using the by-way. 

“I own a field 200m away 
and my horses are 
spooked by the planes 
being flown very low. This 
is a very peaceful area and 
it is a shame to disturb it 
with annoying, loud 
noise.” 

But a spokesman for the 
British Model Flying 
Association described 
Fenland Model Flying Club 
as a “well-run club that 
takes its responsibilities on 
noise and safety very 
seriously”. 

He added: “We believe 
this application will 
have minimal impact 
environmentally or on the 
amenity of the local 
neighbourhood.” 

Among the conditions 
imposed by the council are 
that only certain types of 
aircraft are flown and that 
all activity undertaken at 
the site is in accordance 
with the Department of 
the Environment Code of 
Practice on noise from 
model aircraft 1982.

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Cottage bid wins 
planning consent

PLANS to turn a 
dilapidated building in 
Ely into council offices 
have been given the 
green light. 

In January this year that the 
City of Ely Council applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to change the use of 
Makings Cottage, in Water¬ 
side. 

The proposals have now 
been approved by the district 
council. 

Ely’s Mayor, Cllr Will 
Burton, confirmed the city 
council had now signed the 
lease of the Grade II listed 
cottage and that the building 
would be used for “council 
purposes”. 

Cllr Burton said: “The 
planning application has 
been approved and the lease 
has been signed. 

“I’m feeling very confident 
and actually quite excited 
about the future of the 
cottage, which is something 
which seems to have rumbled 
on for far too long now. 

“We will be using the 
cottage for council purposes 
although we also want to 
make it a place which can be 
used by the community. 

“We’re currently looking at 
what sort of community uses 
we could have there and 
nothing is set in stone yet. 

“An element of the 
proposals was also that some 
of the ground floor would be 
designated retail space, and 
again there is nothing set in 
stone there either. 

“We understand the cottage 
is a building that a lot of 


people are interested in and 
we agree it should be at the 
hub of the community so we 
will work hard to make that 
happen.” 

Cllr Burton said he could 
not say whether the city 
council would be closing its 
current offices in Market 
Street and re-locating to 
Waterside, or whether the 
authority would use both 
buildings. 

The building has been at 
the centre of controversy for 
years and hit the headlines in 
2011 after the district council, 
which owns the cottage, 
applied for planning 
permission to renovate it into 
holiday lets. 


The application caused 
uproar with locals, who 
insisted the building should 
be made available for public 
use. 

Fred Brown, the then leader 
of the district council, was 
forced to back down over the 
plans following the public 
outcry. 

Giles Hughes, head of 
planning at the district 
council, said: “The appli¬ 
cation has been approved as 
it is broadly in accord with 
the policies of the Local Plan 
and it represents a high 
quality of development that 
can be considered as 
‘sustainable’. 

“The development pro¬ 


posal has been the subject of 
pre-application discussions, 
in accord with the adopted 
process of this council. 
Solutions have been found to 
overcome initial concerns. 

“The proposal has met the 
criteria for sustainable 
development in relation to 
the high quality of design 
(addressing visual and 
residential amenity) and the 
positive contribution that it 
will make to the historic form 
and character of its setting.” 

One of the condition’s of 
the planning consent was 
that development must start 
within the next three years.

Developers hope it’s third 
time lucky with new bid 
to renovate old vicarage 


DEVELOPERS wanting to 
turn a Victorian building in 
Ely’s conservation area into 
retirement flats have now 
submitted a third set of 
revised proposals. 

Dorset-based developer 
McCarthy & Stone wants to 
renovate Croylands, a 
former vicarage in 
Cambridge Road, into 21 
apartments for the elderly. 

The plans were 
submitted last Autumn and 
have proved to be one of 
the most contentious set of 
proposals ever submitted 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, with more 
than 150 objections having 
been made. 


Now McCarthy & Stone 
have submitted a third set 
of revised plans which the 
company says is a result of 
“ongoing discussions with 
council officers”. 

Richard Williams, the 
firm’s managing director, 
says the size of the building 
has been reduced further, 
including the removal of 
the two-storey extension to 
the south of Croylands. 

He said the extension 
will be replaced by a single¬ 
storey lightweight timber- 
clad enclosure to 
accommodate a refuse 
store, cycle and buggy 
charge area. 

He added: “Other minor 


design changes include 
revised elevations of the 
new building and the 
proposed landscaping, 
including additional 
planting. 

“The plan is still to retain 
the main frontage of 
Croylands. 

“Our plans have now 
been carefully reassessed 
in response to comments 
made by officers at the 
district council. 

“We’re committed to 
ensuring neighbours’ 
amenity and want to 
respect the character of the 
local area.”

Area is a haven 
for wildlife 

Sir, Regarding Cambridge Rowing 
Club: I am not local to Ely, but spend 
most weekends from September to 
March fishing on Fore Mill Wash, 
Roswell Pits and other areas of the 
Ouse. 

I did write to Ely planners in October 
last year after seeing the trail holes 
being dug on Fore Mill Wash; I still 
have not received a reply 
For the last three years I have fished 
Fore Mill Wash virtually every Friday 
night and the odd weekend, at the 
area where the new boathouse is 
planned. September last year was 
the first time that I have seen otters 
in the wash area and I have seen 
them there every Friday night and at 
weekends since then. 

As I normally arrive a few hours 
before darkness and fish until 
daylight the following morning, I 
have been luckily enough to witness 
the wide variety of wildlife that is 
present in the area. This includes 
otters, bitterns, barn owls, herons, 
bats, water vole and muntjac deer, 
just to name a few. 

The site for the boathouse would 
mean that the established reed bed 
would be destroyed - the area where 
I regularly see the otters. 

I have read Cambridge University’s 
ecology report for the site, which 
states that no construction work will 
be allowed to take place during the 
hours of darkness. This is to allow a 
dark corridor for the otters to 
feed/access other areas. However, 
once the club is up and running, 
with dormitories being used, 
meetings taking place etc and with 
the security lighting, the dark 
corridor for the otters will not exist. 
Every Saturday morning I watch the 
rowers with their tenders going up 
and down the river. How there has 
not been a serious accident there is 
beyond me. Add the summer 
holiday boaters to the equation and 
the additional rowers that the new 
boathouse will generate, and the 
chances of a serious accident will 
increase. 

The main road is busy enough as it 
is. Add extra traffic with trailers that 
the boathouse will generate, the 
chances of accidents will rise. 

The plans show 13 car park spaces - 
nowhere near enough for a club of 
this size. Ely rowing club probably 
has more than 13 cars parked at the 
EA office gates every Saturday 
morning. 

Obviously the boathouse site will 
need to be expanded within a short 
period of time. 

I have not studied the construction 
plans thoroughly yet but I am 
wondering how the household 
waste and sewerage would be 
disposed of in a safe manner, 
especially as the wash is a flood 
plain and it has had some minor 
flooding lately. 

I have been told that the Cambridge 
University have already purchased 
the land. 

If what I have been told is correct, I 
find it strange that Cambridge 
University would pay a large sum of 
money for a piece of land without 
planning - or is it already a done 
deal by the planners?

This natural site 
will be harmed 

Sir, Cambridge University’s plans for 
a new building in Ely is not only the 
wrong building - it is also in the 
wrong place. 

It is the wrong place because the site 
is inside a County Wildlife Site and 
right next door to Roswell Pits and 
Meadows Site of Special Scientific 
Interest. SSSIs have national 
recognition and protect and 
recognise valuable landscapes, flora 
and fauna.The planned boathouse 
would sit in the middle of an 
important wildlife corridor used by 
bitterns, otters and water voles. 

It is the wrong place because the site 
is on agricultural land inside the 
riverbank and on the flood plain 
where there are no other buildings. 
The land is not in the Local 
Development Framework and 
building here would set a dangerous 
precedent. 

It is the wrong place because 
building on this site will have a 
detrimental effect on views out from 
Ely and back to the Ship of the Fens. 
This whole area is important to 
walkers, fishermen and nature lovers 
and forms part of a valuable green 
lung around Ely. 

It is the wrong building because it is 
not a simple replacement building 
for CUBC’s current boathouse but in 
their own words a “high 
performance training centre”. The 
plans show two linked buildings and 
large area of solar panels. The larger 
building contains a gymnasium, 


rowing machine facility and a 
weights room plus large social 
spaces, balconies, showers, laundry, 
kitchen and a one-bedroom flat for a 
resident boatman. 

The smaller building has four 
dormitories which will provide 
accommodation for dozens of 
rowers. 

The buildings will be open from 
early morning every day and the 
boatman may be required to work 
“throughout the night”. 

The light and noise pollution 
generated by the various activities 
on and around this high 
performance training centre will 
have a serious detrimental impact 
on the environment and will 
damage the SSSI and protected 
wildlife. 

The proposed buildings will have a 
considerable adverse effect on the 
fen and riverside landscape. 

Finding the application is not easy 
but either call into ECDC or visit the

search box) - and make your views 
known.

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Teen scoops award 
for rescuing toddler 


A TEENAGER who 
saved a toddler from 
falling from an 
upstairs window has 
been honoured with 
a prestigious award. 

Josh Dodds-Mills is the 
only member of the St 
John Ambulance Cam¬ 
bridgeshire branch to ever 
be awarded the National 
Honour for Services to 
First Aid. 

Early one morning last 
October Josh, 16, showed 
his courage.

and was just holding on to 
the handle. 

“It’d been raining so the 
sill was damp. We seriously 
thought he was going to 
fall.” 

Without hesitating, Josh, 
a student at Soham Village 
College and a member of 
the school’s St John 
Ambulance cadet unit, ran 
towards the house and 
leapt over the garden gate. 

When he got to the door 
of the property he realised 
it was locked. 

Luckily, one of the 
downstairs windows was 
unlocked. Josh, then 15, 
climbed through the 
window and ran upstairs 
just in time to grab the tot, 
who was teetering on the 
window’s edge. 


It turned out that the 
child’s mother had fallen 
asleep in the room and 
was unaware that the 
window was open. 

On February 27, Josh 
was presented with his 
award by Ivan Palmer, 
commander of St John 
Ambulance, and also 
promoted to cadet 
sergeant at the ceremony 
at Soham Village College. 

Sarah, who is also on the 
school’s St John Ambu¬ 
lance cadet unit, was 
promoted to a sergeant. 

Sarah said: “We firmly 
believe that if Josh hadn’t 
of reacted as he did and so 
quickly that the child 
would have fallen to the 
ground.

THE widow of a former 
apprentice engineer 
who died of an asbestos- 
related disease is 
appealing to her hus¬ 
band’s former collea¬ 
gues to come forward. 

Brian Copping, 65, from 
Haddenham, died from 
mesothelioma, an asbestos- 
related cancer, in July last year 
- less than a month after he 
was diagnosed with the 
disease. 

Mr Copping’s wife of 39- 
years, Marion, has now asked 
asbestos experts at law firm 
Irwin Mitchell to help inves¬ 
tigate whether his former 
employers were responsible 
for his illness. 

Mr Copping was employed 
as an apprentice heating and 
plumbing engineer for T R 
Freeman in 1962 and 1963 and 
worked on sites across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, including Mars-

hall’s airport in Cambridge. 

The firm, one of the 
country’s biggest metal roofing 
and cladding firms, has since 
been re-named T R Freeman 
Limited. 

Mrs Copping said: “When 
we were told Brian’s diagnosis 
we were shocked but we had 
no idea it would take him so 
quickly. We had no time to 
come to terms with it. 

“Over the years Brian told 
me how remembered breath¬ 
ing in asbestos dust on various 
jobs when he worked for T R 
Freeman in Cambridge. 

“I’m hoping his former 
colleagues will get in touch as 


they may have extra infor¬ 
mation that could help to 
prove that T R Freeman were 
responsible for his illness. 

"Brian should still be here 
and we should be enjoying our 
retirement together. Sadly, that 
can no longer happen because 
of something that he was 
exposed to so long ago." 

Mr Copping began suffering 
from weight loss and fatigue in 
May last year. A month later, 
tests confirmed he was 
suffering from the incurable 
cancer and he died two 
months later. 

Rosemary Giles, an asbestos 
illness expert at Irwin Mitchell, 
said: “Brian told Marion he 
remembered working along¬ 
side men at various sites who 
were mixing asbestos powder 
into a paste and using it to 
insulate pipes. 

“He remembered it created 
large amounts of dust and 
because he was given no 
protective clothing to wear he 
couldn’t help but inhale it. 

“We would now like to hear 
from Brian’s former colleagues 
as they may have additional 


information about the 
presence of asbestos and 
working conditions that could 
help demonstrate that the 
practices at T R Freeman were 
unsafe.” 

A spokeswoman for The 
Kershaw Group said: “This 
situation once again highlights 
the current serious issues 
concerning asbestos aware¬ 
ness, and the lack of regulation 
and knowledge in under¬ 
standing the dangers of 
working with asbestos back in 
the early 60s. 

“The Kershaw Group would 
however, in order to prevent 
any misunderstanding, like to 
point out that TR Freeman and 
Son (Cambridge) Limited, the 
heating company, should not 
be confused with its own 
specialist architectural metal 
roofing subsidiary under¬ 
taking, T R Freeman Limited. 

“It is understood that TR 
Freeman and Son (Cambridge) 
Limited, the heating company, 
in turn still remains part of 
Freeman Group Limited, 
which is part of the Sheffield 
based SIG PLC Group.”

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Liza's back in murder mystery 

A RTS Theatre favourite Liza

MADE in 1939 for the staggering sum of 
$3.7m dollars, The Wizard Of Oz failed to 
cast a spell over audiences on its initial 
release. 

But more than 70 years later, Victor 
Fleming’s fantastical yarn is one of the most 
beloved family films in the cinematic 
pantheon and a staple of the Christmas 
television schedules. 

In 1985 Disney revived the iconic character 
of Dorothy Gale in Return To Oz, based on 
two novels by Frank L Baum. But like it 
predecessor, the unofficial sequel failed to 
curry favour with audiences. 

Now director Sam Raimi, who propelled the 
Spider-Man trilogy to dizzy heights, has the 
unenviable task of helming this lavish prequel 
which chronicles the arrival of the 
eponymous wizard in Oz.

witch Glinda (Michelle Williams). 

Oz The Great And Powerful is a visual treat - 
especially in eye-popping 3D - and it’s 
evident that most of the $200m dollar budget 
has been lavished on digital effects. 

The film follows the template of the recent 
re-imaging of Alice In Wonderland, 
bombarding our retinas with outlandish set 
pieces.Some of the visual trickery isn’t as 
slick as it should be and the copious special 
effects come at the expense of plot and 
characterisation. 

Mitchell Kapner and David Lindsay-Abaire’s 
script boasts a few snappy one-liners but it’s 
perilously flimsy and the 130-minute running 
time is unwieldy.

FairFuelUK poll 
shows families’ 
pricing worries 


THE RAC backed 
FairFuelUK campaign 
has established that 
show the high cost of 
petrol and diesel is 
the most important 
issue facing families 
and businesses in the 
UK by a significant 
margin. 

The poll comes at a 
time when many senior 
politicians are urging 
Ministers to connect more 
with the electorate on 
matters that the electorate 
says are important. The 
poll of more than 30,000 
people showed 73.8 per 
cent viewed the price of 
petrol and diesel as the 
most important issue 
affecting their life from a 
list of topical subjects 
including EU membership 
(11.8 per cent), financial 
care of the elderly (8.3 per 
cent) and gay marriage 
(0.6 per cent). 

FairFuelUK spokesman 
Quentin Willson said: 
“The Government should 
be alarmed by these 
figures. Not only do three- 
quarters of the population 


say the price of fuel is the 
most important current 
issue in their life, but 51 
per cent are spending less 
and also 46 per cent 
saving less as a result. Our 
poll shows that a cut in 
duty will enable 72 per 
cent to spend more on 
food and 66 per cent say it 
would help reduce stress. 
High fuel duty has 
become a social issue now 
affecting the quality of UK 
life. After Eastleigh, the 
Government badly needs 
to show they’re in touch 
with the electorate. 
Cutting fuel duty now 
would be a clear signal 
that they really are 
listening.” 

Peter Carroll, founder of 
FairFuelUK said: “Clearly, 
all the other issues in our 
poll are important parts of 
public and political 
debate. However, our 
point is that in terms of 
actual financial and social 
impact on people right 
now, the high cost of 
petrol and diesel is 
dominant. The Govern¬ 
ment takes approximately 
80p per litre in combined 
Fuel Duty and VAT. The 


Chancellor is planning to 
increase this in September 
2013. Fuel duty is a ‘toxic’ 
tax that hurts the poorest 
the hardest and damages 
growth. In our meeting 
with MPs we will be 
pressing the case for an 
urgent and substantial cut 
in fuel duty in the Budget’. 

FairFuelUK will meet 
dozens of MPs in a major 
lobbying event scheduled 
to run in Portcullis House, 
Room T from 1pm to 6pm 
on Monday, March 4. 

FairFuelUK is 

supported by more than 
360,000 members of the 
public, the RAC with its 7 
million members, the 
20,000 haulage businesses 
in the RHA & FTA, the 
British Bank Aldermore , 
the Association of Pallet 
Networks and the 
Fuelcard Company 

The Campaign’s primary 
focuses are to see a 
significant cut in Fuel 
Duty (with VAT the total 
tax approximates to 60 per 
cent of the pump price), 
more pricing transparency 
and for petrol and diesel 
to be of equal levels of 
pricing at the pumps.

Isle club in plea 
for HQ funding 


ISLE of Ely Rowing Club are 
faced with a difficult decision 
over the future of community 
rowing in the city. 

With talk of the post-Olympic 
sporting legacy in the forefront 
of people’s minds, the club are 
keen to take advantage of a 
golden opportunity to occupy a 
new site and build a clubhouse 
with improved facilities for local 
rowers of all ages and abilities. 

Currently the club operates 
out of an old metal container 
on land kindly made 
available by a local 
business. 

A recent planning 
application by 

Cambridge University 
Boat Club for a 
boathouse on Fore Mill 
Wash included a one-acre 
plot earmarked for the Ely 


community rowing club. The 
intention is for this part of the 
site to be leased to the Isle club 
to enable it to build its own 
clubhouse and boating facilities. 

However, despite exhaustive 
consultations, the prospect of 
raising the necessary funding to 
build the much-needed facilities 
remains bleak. 

“The club was set up to serve 
the whole community and for 
this reason subscriptions are 
relatively low,” said club 
chairman Derek Pickersgill 
pictured). 

“As a consequence, 
we have nowhere 
near the financial 
reserves needed to take 
advantage of this once 
in a lifetime opportunity. 
“In spite of talk at every 
level in Government of 


Olympic legacy and the 
importance of healthy exercise, 
adequate external funding for 
even the most basic facility is 
simply non existent. 

“We have a large group of 
volunteers who are willing to 
give their time freely to anyone, 
beginner or experienced, young 
or old, in the community who 
wishes to row. Such a group 
surely merits practical support.” 

Despite the funding set-backs, 
members voted unanimously at a 
recent extraordinary general 
meeting to continue negotiations 
to secure the plot of land.
